Up to the end of the Kerenswy re- 
gime, the total amount borrowed by 
the Russian governnients for the war 
was twenty billion dollars. The num- 
ber of men killed in action is given at 
1,700,000; the wounded at three mil- 
lion and missing or prisoners at two 
million. The nation had lost so much 
in blood and treasure that it was no 
longer equal to cheice, it had to fol- 
low the strongest leaders who could 
enforce their wills. 

The step from Czarism to commun- 
ism was not so long as it would be 
for a western individualist and capit- 
alist state. Therefore, the announce- 
ment that it will for the future be the 
public policy of Russia to make con- 
cessions to foreign capital and en- 
courage private enterprise, backed by 
foreign capital, means that the new 
Russia will within a decade or two be 
more advanced than Russia under the 
old regime could have been had it sur- 
vived. 

As a result of the change of policy, 
two consequences must come to pass: 
(1) The government of Russia must 
cease to interfere in the domestic af- 
fairs of other nations, and (2) that 


lally valuable training as a foundat 


being the case, there will be an alter 
ed attitude on the part of the other 
nations towards Russia. Great Brit- 
ain and the United States have been 
holding Russia off until such time as 
there is evidence of the new awaken- 
ing, which apparently is in sight. To 
what extent and at what time these 
nations will ‘manifest any change in 
their political public policy remains 
to be seen. But it is most likely nei- 
ther one will be inclined to neglect 
early advantages in trade and conces- 
sions, so it will be interesting to 
watch developments. 

Capitalists and promoters will not 
waitfor governments to make-up but 
will be ready to look into the situa- 
tion, and examine the information be~ 
ing prepared for nations in their own 
language which suggests England will 
receive very special notice since cap- 
ital is wanted. 

Russia has tbeen a buyer of Cana- 
dian grain and flour in recent years, 
and thas all along been an importer of 
farm implements. Trade in this lat- 
ter line of products amounted to $600, 
000 fcr the twelve months ending with 
July. In the event of conditions 
showing substantial improvement in 
Russia over a long period, the market 
for farm implements should hhave been 
inviting and profitable. Automobiles, 
tractors, trucks, electrical supplies 
should be in demand in ever larger 
volume. No doubt Canadian traders 
and producers will he active to protec 
their interests and assure a fair share 
for themselves in this new era which 
should be ahead for Russia. 

Once it is a fact that foreign capital 
is invested in Russia enterprises and 
labor is employed #6y wages to be paid 
in currency, there!will be an influence 
at work in competition with the state 
owned industries which should act as 
a lever to lessen the tyranny of the 
ruling class and widen the economic 
life of the Russian people.

The fact that one candidate is us- 
ually referred to as we refer to him, 
that is, as Al, while the other candid- 
ate is Mr. Hoover, is one of the most 
significant facts of the Presidential 
election.

Consider the attitude of Ontario on 
nearly all public questions except that 
of tariff. Apart from its fealty to 
Protection, Ontario is really radical. 
Its attitude on the question of public 
ownership alone would certainly 
stamp it in the eyes of ‘‘St. James 
Street’’ which is ‘‘bitber-end’’ in its 
T.ryism---as the opposite of Conserv- 
ative, rather as violently radical. 
Quebec, per contra, will have nothing 
to do with public Ownership except of 
the liquor monopoly. It is not argued 
here that public ownership is essen- 
tially a Liberal doctrine, so far as 
Liberalism can be judged by its Can- 
adian setting, but if ‘‘the greatest 
good of the greatest number’’ is 
sound Liberal Doctrine, as is claimed, 
then public ownership is an expression 
of Liberalism. Yet Quebec abhors it, 


while Ontario hugs it 

In regard to all social legislation, 
Ontario is far in advance of its sister 
province. |Without enumerating the 
various measures aimed at social am- 
elioration which have been adopted fn 
Ontario, it can safely be asserted that 
the statute books of the great Conser- 
vative Province testify to its inherent 
Liberalism while the laws of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec stamp the home of 
Jean Baptiste as reactionary---Conser- 
vative beyond almost any possibility 
of change. Only very tardily has 
Quebec adopted a compulsory Work- 
men’s Compensation Act and, even in 
doing so, has seen to it that the bus- 
iness of insuring workpeople against 
accidents is to be in the hands of pri- 
vately-owned insurance companies. 

The sound, progressive legislation 
adopted ‘by Ontario in regard to wo- 
men is another proof of its progres- 
sivism or Liberalism. While Quebec 
women still await women’s suffrage, 
and thave no right to vote in Provin- 
cial elections their sisters in Ontario 
have long held the right and exercised 
it. And what marks the essential Lib- 
eralism of the one and the undeniable 
Conservatism of the other province is 
the fact that Ontario women wanted 
the vote, but Quebec women are indif- 
ferent about it. It is a difference of 
temperament. The French-Canadian 
people are instinctively Conservative, 


Ontario people more prone to social | 


experiment and readier to uproot cus- 
toms and -habits that may become so- 
cially undesinable. 

If we care to cast our thoughts 
back to past years, it will be recalled 
that once upon a time, as the story- 
tellers say, Quebec was strongly Con- 
servative, politically, while Ontario 
was equally strong in its Liberalism.

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


That city life is not morally the 
most healthy atmosphere in the up- 
bringing of families is indicated by 
the fact that the majority of offend- 
ers appearing in the Canadian juvenile 
courts during 1927 were in 32 princip- 
al cities. 

The fact is brought to light in the 
Report on Juvenile Delinquency just 
published by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. In the year under review, 
the report sets out, there were 7550 
boys and 635 girls convicted of delin- 
quency as against 7259 boys and 572 
girls in 1926. ‘«There was thus in 
1927 an increase of 4.01 per cent. in 
the grand total of boys and 11.01 per 
cent., in the grand total of girls con- 
victed,’’ the report points out. “The 
increases among boys convicted for 
major and minor offences were 2.3 
and 7.16 per cent respectively. Girls 
convicted for major offences decreas- 
ed by 17.13 per cent., but those con- 
victed for minor offences increased 
by 39.6 per cent.’’ 

It is cneovraging to ncte that the 
increase 1n major offences was only 
slightly ove. one per cent. and the 
reco-« of 1926 in this regard was only 
one per cent. over the record in 1925. 
Youthful robbers, burglans and thiev- 
es constituted in 1927 78.76 per cent. 
of the major delinquents. ‘‘The pro- 
portion for 1926 was 80.9 per cent., in 
1925, 79.72 jer cent. and in 1926 76.24 
per cent. indicating steadiness in the 
types of delinquency,’’ the report 
comments. 

It is also interesting to learn that 
of those convicted of major offences 
Canadian born of Canadian parents 
averaged less than 45 per cent. of the 
total for the two years while 25 per 
cent. were Canadian-born of foreign 
born parents and less than 12 per cent. 
were Canadian-born of British-born 
parents. 

A study with reference to the pop- 
ulatic> d’scloses that the Canadian- 
born cf foreign-born parents produce 
the greatest percentage of delinquents 
i.e., 95 per 10,000 (between ages of 10 
to 20) population. Those of British- 
born parents (out of Canada) are next 
with 62 per cent. The Canadians of 
Canadian-born parents show 19.8 per 
10,000. It is notable, however, that 


British and foreign-born children pro- | 


duce the smallest ratio of delinquents, 
j.e., 8.8 and 13.1 per cent. respectively. 
This bears out the impression that it 


is the children of the first genenation | 


in this country which supply the most 
difficult problem. In the analysis of 
foreign-born delinquents, those of Pol- 
ish come a bad first with 306 per 10,- 
000 population. Austrian is next with 
260, Italian 259, Russian 108 and Ger 
man 14. 

Grade 5 furnishes the greatest num 
ber of delinquent boys and grade 4 
the girls, although the girls are on 
the average slightly older than the 
boys. The greatest number of delin- 
quents is at the age of 14 with but a 
slight falling off at 15. Taking the 
age of the greatest number with the 
yrade standing of the greatest num 


ber, there is evidence of retardation,
